STORY OF NIAGARA'S WOODEN NICKEL - AUTHOR: HELEN SCHULZE 


On April 22nd, oR. at «LO: 00 fe) faloate in ‘thes morning, the twin cities of Niagara 
Falls were ardused by the wail of fire sirens. Flames shot high into the sky from 
‘the Maid of the Mist landing on the Canadian side--- both Maid of the Mist boate 
wece flaming Like eed torches. | 


The news of the fire Eabsaee "Maids" SSRIS » fond memories of the past for many 
people on both sides of the. International border. 


The boats themselves were bevond repair, but much of the wood was salvaged. When ~ 
this was learned, the "Wooden Nickel" was born as a memorial to these venerable 
and beloved "Maids", who had been in service since 1885. Made from this salvaged 
wood, these small simulated coins enjoyed ready acceptance by visitor and resident 
alike. P 5 . 
Those early wooden nickels had a monetary value of five cents and were available 

at banks and stores in Niagara Falls, being used in payment for various purchases. q 
The Chamber of Commerce bandled the wooden nickels until 1956 when it was discontinue 
dye to increasing costs. 


In 1959, the newly formed Niagara Development Committee (now the Niagara Py cena tten 
Association) revived this unique item and the "Maid of the Mist'' wooden nickels 
returned as souvenirs. Proceeds from their sales are used by this organization to 
create special events for the enjoyment of all citizens. 


Under the LEDS Ti of the ogee Promotion Association, the annual "Blossom 
Festival" is held for one week in May. A-.variety of events are featured for the 
young and not so young. There is the traditional parade (Presently one of the 
largest in Canada) the Miss "Niagara Hospitality" Beauty Pageant, an International 
Police Tug of War, gourmet competition, pet shows, and all climaxed with the 
Ceremonial Blessing of the Blossoms. Throughout the week, the beauty of the 
hundreds of thousands of blossoms on the peach and apple orchards add their sights 
and smells to the joy of this wonderful season of the year. 


Statistics show that over one half million wooden nickels have been handled since 
their creation. The Maid of the Mist wooden nickel--- Niagara's most unique 
_souvenir--- is requested by collectors throughout the entire world. 


Like the mighty cataracts, these small tockens have their own fame and serve to 
awaken memories for many visitors from far away places. :
